We say now, as wo havo said beforo, 
that" Governor Konnody has dono 
enough unconstitutional acts to justify 
his removal. Ho bus insulted and 
snubbod tho people's ropiosonlativt>8 
at a time when thoy wore holdiuf; out 
the"olivo b-anch" in tbo form of an 
Indemnity Act, and ho lias steadily 
refused to harmonizo his acts witli 
those of tho popular branch of bis 
LeglBlaturo, until legislation has bo- 
come a mere farce. But wo wish to 
point out tho ciiasos that have led to 
our present disti CPS and to ask tbo 
public to mark well the circumstunccs 
from which tlicy sprang. With 
tho principle of tho vote of "Want 
of Confidence" wo agreo ; but tho 
claude that clmrgoe His E.xcclluiicy willi 
ondtavonng to place llio " Aesamljly in u 
false and undignified position before Her 
Mdjesty'a Qovernraant " might bertrt' have 
been lelt ont, beoaase it is untrue.

Tlie House went into Commltiec, Dr 
Trimble in ilie chair. 

Tbe Spealter read the al^eratipos ; that be 
had made in pDrsuanoe of tbo insiraotions of 
the House lo pbftidn's'of tAa'ori^inal Reply. 

The Spealcor hero resumed bis seat to read a 
raesacpo Iroin the Governor ashing for tlie 
roply of tlio Iloufo to his previous ooinmu- 
nicationB respecting Imrbiir 'luprnveineots 
and tl)o sala of tlio dredger, lug anil barges 
as a nii'uns of nflordliig relinf lo ii cerliiln ex- 
lent to the present liiiiincial ciiibiirrasHtnonl 
of the Gii'^rninent. Tho document wii.t re- 
ferred to tbe Coinmittoe on Ways and Means 
.Id resainiog the cansideraiioo of tbe replj^ 
Dr Helmckcn read tlie.uotfoladlhg resolatioo' 
that he,|iad prepared, whiob reviewed -the 
orgumetfli aet forth in the reply in refutation 
of tbe Governct'a statements. 

JJr AlcCluro opposed the resolution on- 
tiicly. His Excullenoy had, not only in every 
^ comrnuiiicaiion nciil down lo Ihu Mouse ahown 
liis cunleiupl for the House, but his niouthf 
pieces in tlm Legislnljve (Jouncil had treated 
ibom in the 8aina manner. The Governor 
bad Jately given a proof of his contempt for 
tjie House by rclusing to allow a salaried 
oifioial to appear before a coinniittco to give 
evidence. Instead cf following out tho well 
|l;aderiitood wishes ot ihe peopU-, ho had taken 
np^ a hostile po.'ilion against the popular 
branch ol the Legislature, and after e.ier- 
cifitig tlia grcalest forbearance it bcc.me a 
duty the House owed to its constitueuts to 
express its utter want ol oooiideoae in tbe 
Governor. lie therefore moved tbe following 
amendment ; 

1. 7ho House ig reluctantly compelled, 
after much patienco and fofbearunce, to de- 
clare that Ilia E^cjieljeooy Governor ij^cnnedy 
i|aotiog in a'bpstile napoer to tbe best io' 
teresta of .lbe.obaDtry. ' ' 

3. That be bos and docs persietetitly de- 
ciine to iibpatt to the Assembly necessary 
aQd desired information on mailers coDnecled 
with iho cxponiiilnro of the public money. 

3. That ho obsiructs tho edorls of tlie 
Assembly to reduce tlio expenses of Govern - 
ment, which are far beyond tho capacity ol 
the inbabitaots to boar. 

4 That be relu(<e8 to permit public oiriccrs 
to appear before a select committee of tbe 
Assembly to give evideooe as'to tbe working 
aDdimaDagemant of their departments. 

SvAnd that be eodeavorp by unjniiiflabli; 
ataiemeflts to place the Assembly in a false 
and nndignified position before Her Majc=ty's 
Govei nnicni. 

6. In view of tlic=o iacts, t!io Honso cannot, 
in justice to the Colony, to Imperiul inter- 
ests .anrJ to itsall, refruin (roiu expressing its 
utter want of conlidence io His Excellency 
Govertjor Kennedy aud bis official uilviHers, 
and the absololo nercssity there is for their 
removal, believing that so long as tho prei-eni 
administntliiin lasts the Colony will continue 
to su1!lt by tli'J gratlual esodus ol its popu- 
lalioii. and Iiiiiiuriiil iiilcresls will continue to 
1)0 iiif-cled in an injurious nuuiiier by tho 
prejiulico wluoii the presenl (lovorriuient has 
creuii.'d a^iiiii.,t Jlritisli icstilQtiuns in tlie 
North I'liciiie. 

Dr ll.,dincl;en was not going to defend tho 
Goveriujr, whose actions iiiuat speak for thoin- 
Bulves, neither waa ho going to stand there 
and coiitlem tho Governor for everything, as 
be did not look upon the House itself as en- 
tirely blameless. (Uear, hear.) Id framing 
the iliiiion sabmilled, be .had drawn bis 
eonclu-iiin ' Iroin what be considered were the 
vjows ol iiii! Hou.sc. The resoluiiooa should 
be 1)011113 out by v.'liiil wits Blati^d in the botiy 
of tlie ilocuiiicnl, which Ihn reaolulion iiitro- 
duoed by the niuniber lor the city (Mr Mc- 
Cluro) did iiol. The iioir.o (iovernineiil 
would pay no heed to nijro unsupported as- 
sertions. ^Hear.) It did nut luatter a button 
what tbe coostitation of tho country was, il 
the Governor would follow tho views of the 
ruprcsentatiooa of Ibe people instead ol other 
advisers, but when he did not it was then 
that the evils of tho Government of tho Co- 
lony a.H III piesciit constituted ])re:'entcd tlieini 
Bclve".

Horrible and Mysterious 31uri]er. 

About C o'clock yesterday morninij, as 
Hon. Allen Francis, tho American Consul, 
was in the act of crossing a vacant lot in 
tho fear of bis residence on Pandora street, 
he observed a man's hand roised .above a 
clamp of lov^ fern bashes, ' near .Johnson 
Htrcet. Believing the hand to bo that of 
sotDO person beckoning for assistance, the 
Consul directed hia slep.s towards it, and on 
reaching tho spot was shncki'd to find the 
nude body of a mau in the midst of the 
clump, with the faoe and head so sbookingly 
bruised, mutilated and bloody, that rc- 
cogoilidn wa^,i||fi^oi(, impossible. Tbo only 
articles on tbe:man were a black woollen 
sock, which covered one foot, ami u glin- 
garey cap, that lay on llio dead man's hip. 
IinprOHsed with the llial a li irrilJo 

iriurdcr had beoii cuiniiiitled, Mr J''iiuieis 
gave tho alarm lo the noighbors, and ii.fin- 
mAtion was conveyed to the Police idiieor.^, 
by whom iho body was taken iu chargo. Ii 
was subsequently recognized as that of l.d- 
ward Urin,' a Oornisbman,' aged about 31 
years, and a carpenler by trado.

neither drunk nor sober, but in a slate be- 
tween tho two ; witness had not known him 
to bo perfectly sober for iiionihB ; ho had a 
balf dollar and a shilling on Sunday night ;

Jtimes Worcester tesliliod tliat deceased 
lived with bim ; last saw him aloiio at 8 
o'clock on Sunday morning ; the cap nod 
sock produced 1 reoogaise as belonging lo do- 
ceased ; he received some money on Saiur- 
day night ; be was commonly called ''Cur" 
nish," but his name was lildwaid Urin ; be 
always wore a ring, worth about $10 ; be 
was habitually drnok, and was drnak on Sa- 
turday night. 

T. O'Connor testified that iha deceased 
was ut his house on Sunday nigh', about 10
